Th» aMM striking result Is sbown 
the MasBMihusetts retnms. In 
ini dtate etrljr Ia«t sprlns the 
loardians of libertr, Junior Order 
id otlier dark luitera organisa- 
Jons laid plans early ito defeat Gov. 
Walsh, the present Democratic Oov- 
•mor, for re-election, and to that 
end decided to support former Oon- 
gressman Samuel W. McCall, who 
waK an annoiiiiced candidate for the 
Republican (Uibernatorial nomina- 
tdon in the primary. They agreed 
that the only, request they would 
make of Mr. McCall in roturn for 
their support was that, in the event 
of election, he would refuse to ap- 
point Catholics to office and at the 
fame time remove any that were 
BiridinK even minor State appoint- 
■lonti. But they reckoned without 
their man. When tlM eommktee of 
hunk patriots appeued ^r. MeCall 
not only spurned thMr Offer, bnt 
flatly told them that he didn't care 
for the support of any of their Ilk. 
Mad with rage, they fought des- 
perately to defeat him for fhe Re- 
puTjlican nomination, but without 
succrss. tic recoiviPK a blK majority 
in til*- primary, while Oov. Walsh 
was given the Demooratie nomina- 
tion. 

FnllowiPK the primary and still 
■uffpring from the sting of their 
rebuke and defeat, the patriots (?) 
*^Vfecided to iupptirt neither the 
Democratic or Republican nominee 
tor >the good and suftieient reason 
thttt their rapport was not wanted. 
The leaden then decided to support 
Kelson B. Clark, the Bull Moose 
nominee, be agreeing to subscribe 
to all of their narrow-minded views 
and run on the platform of religious 
proscrti>»ion. In 1912 the Bull 
Moose party polled a vote Of 
144.300, and the A. P. A. leaders 
fipnred that that party's strength, 
ooupled with the biRots gathered 
from all p-irtios, would make ithem 
a formidable contender. Then the 
campaign began In earnest, the 
American Citizen, an A. P. A. organ, 
and the Menace were put into the 
hands of every Protestant voter 
weekly, thonssnds of copies of 
these mud-gutter journals, fake K. 
of C. oaths and other anti-Catholic 
Oterature being circulated by the 
earload. Only last Saturdsy the 
American GKIsen came out with big 
scare-heads on the first page, 
loudly proclaiming that at least 
70,000 voters would desert the 
Democratic and Republican parties 
and join hands with the null 
Moosers to elect Clark. In his 
Bpewhos Clark sta'ed that if elected 
fJovernor he would wage unceasing 
war on the Catholic church, this 
causing the bunk patriots to bowl 
with glee. 

Bnt what an awakening Tuesday 
night when the returns eame in. 
McCall, the Republican eandldaite, 
received S86.919 votes; Walsh, the 
Democrat, received 229,S1S; Shaw, 
the Prohibitionist, received 19.624, 

Sid then came Clark, the A. P. A. 
ndidate, limping far in the rear 
with the small total of 7,034. To 
add -to their misfortune the A. P. 
A.'s promoted an unsnceessful fight 
on Mayor James M. Curley, of 
Boston, on account of his religion, 
they being behind a movement for 
his recall, a majority vote of 12.000 
being needed to succeed. Again 
they were beaten badly, not even 
epmlng near an oven vote on the 
matter. f '

ing the Catholic can<Bdate8 on the 

g>moeratlc ticket. Like their 
others in Massachusetts, ifhey 
aered In advance about what they 
would do. and on election day they 
were found stationed at every pre- 
cinct, easily being discernible and 
marked because of their hang-dog 
ftppearanoe and the fact that they 
l|ere shnnned by all except in sev- 

£al instances when they held con- 
Itatlons with their fellow negro 
workers. It wns remarked by msny 
ftst probably their failure to make 
a shflwine on election day is caused 
by <the fact that elections are held 
tn daylifrht and this class are more 
at home in the dark.

OBFBANAGB DESIBOTBD. 



Sylvan Heights Orphanage, the 
largest institution of its kind In the 
Catholic diocese of Harrlsburg, was 
dpstroyod by fire Tuesday, but Its 
103 children, who were attending 
mass in thie chapel when the flames 
were discovered, were marched to 
safety. The building occupied a 
height overlooking the city of Har- 
rlsburg and the fire was one of the 
most spectacular In yearn, the flames 
shooting high In the air. Defects 
In wiring are supposed to bare 
caused the fire, as one of the Sisters, 
in attempting to speak over a tele- 
phone shortly after 8 o'clock, found 
it almost too hot to touch. Flames 
were discovered Inside the wain- 
scoting of a room in the north wing, 
and in a few minutes they ate their 
way to the roof. Word qtiickly was 
sent to the Rev. Dennis P, Ueardon, 
who was celebrating mass in the 
chapel in the south wing, and in a 

.few minutes the youngsters were 
marcbod out under the direction of 
Sister AloysiiiR, thr- Superioress. 
Father Reardon continued the mass 
until all of the children wore out of 

I the building and left the altar when 
the chapel was filled with smoke. 
Most of the effects of the children 

I were saved, togetliier with consid- 
erable furniture, as the wing where 

' the fire started was used only for 
dining ropms, study halls and class- 
rooms. ' Owing to the high location 
of the bnlldlng the firemen bad 
dtflleulty In obtaining sufficient 
water pressure In the early stages 
of the fire, snd it qUiekly spread to 
the other wings. The orphanage 
was built prior to the civil war as a 
residenee. It was eonverted into an 
orohanage by Btadiop Shsnaban In 
1901.

If there Is any one thing wbleb 
characterises in an sspeslal manner 
the expressions of publle men and 
thinkers at ths present day, It Is the 
discussion of social problems. And 
also, It may be said, to a great de- 
gree this discussion is tinctured with 
an unsound and unhealthy radieal- 
ism. The aim of all these men Is to 
arouse the people to a realisation of 
their respouslbillties, and further, 
sad to relate, to urge them to de- 
structive action. 

The leading article in the last is- 
sue of the American Journal of 
Sociology furnishes a very striking 
example of this state of affairs. It 
is entitled "The Mind of the Citizen" 
and is written li.-. Ari iud 1). Weeks, 
of North Dakota AMiicuUural Col- 
lege. The author strongly empha- 
sizes the need for increased attention 
to political and social study among 
the people at the present time, and 
gives a few suggestions as to the 
particular line such study should 
follow. Coming from one who is en- 
gaged in educational work among a 
very import nt section of the peo- 
ple, his remarks and suggestions 
are worthy of consideration. 

"The absence of insistent inauiry 
and discussion among the people," 
he tells us, "Is a source of polKlcal 
wealcness, for snen elected to office 
reflect ,the common attitude and 
are circnmscribed by prevailing 
oonditionB of Insight and interest. 
The average voter needs to bo con- 
vinced thai: unless he studicti isuies 
he will Ije uMprepar(;d to deal with 
them; he needs to study his lesson. 
Government is a mr.tter requiring 
downright application on the part 
of citizens. Politiccl questions 
mutrit be framed for discussion, 
terms defined and time dovxrted to 
the study of principles. CHvic wel- 
fare can not be achieved with a 
general avoidance of strenuous 
mental effort, and wttb a sphkbter 
of attention and a lust tor amuse- 
ment to All every free hour." 

The answer to our present diffi- 
culties, he declares, "Is education, 
an education that cenlters on thlnk- 
i ing. And as one can not think un- 
less ho has material with which to 
I think, if is important that there be 
'provided specific thotight -materials 
bearing upon the fevoluilon of the 
j State. There is need of a subjoct- 
; matter compounded of biological, 
historical, scientific and evolution- 
ary data ithe upshot of which would 
be tbe grasp of underlying social 
principles. (More noed an aoquaint- 
anoe with the kind of material 
found, for examnle, in the workk of 
Spencer, John PIske, David Starr 
Jordan, Mertchinikoff, naeckel, Kurl 
Marx, Darwin, Alfred Russell Wal- 
lace, Henry Oeorge, Liester F. Ward 
and Prince Kropodkln." 

Here we have Indeed a veritable 
hodpe-podeo of radical writers fi^ra 
many fields of thought, revealing 
most pl'tlfully the weakness of our 
modern teachings. The "education 
thait centers in thinking" alone pro- 
i duces but very little of substantial 
good to the problems of human- 
kind. That education which Is to 
be productiTt of lasting and bene- 
ficial results must be based on cor- 
rect ethical and moral principles. 
Urgently is Ithe Catholic here re- 
minded of his duty In this mwtter. 
I The words of Mr. Weeks as to, the 
' necessity for study on the part o^ 
the people of this nation applies no 
less to him as a cii'izen than t-o any 
other; and there Is then, above all 
this, the duty on his part to use all 
of his efforts to see that our re- 
forms are made in aecordaneo with 
the unchanging Divine and naltnral 
law. He should remember the 
words of our late Pontiff, Plus X., 
in his great encyclical on "Christian 
Social Action," in which le vrgss 
social study among Catholics In or^ 
der that Catholie soelal iettoa may 
be "Invigorated' by nil Ue pmdtical 
methods fntnlabsd at tie present 
day by progtese in soelal and eeo- 
nomlc studies, by principles siready 
gained elsewhere, by tbe conditions 
of dvil ccciety. and even by the 
publle lies Of tbe Btiten ■■

Very Rev. Francis C Kelly, 
Presidenlt of the Church Bxtension 
Soeieity, who has taken great inter- 
eet in the poor and immigrants, in a 
recent address pointed the way for 
Catholics to come to their assist- 
ance: 

One of (the potent means of 
bringing immigrants dose to us is 
for their Catluilic fellow-citizens of 
educaLiuu. inraus and influence to 
take a deeper practical interest In 
them. Such interest is now taken 
by secular agencies and by non- 
Cal:hoiic societies. Catliolics have 
not gone seriously into social work. 
Material help is needed, in view of 
the crowding, congestion and bad 
housing of the city, all of which 
leads to disease and dslinquency. 
We seed praotieah pltaying, praying 
with the hands as well as the lips. 
We need to Interest, ourselves in 
helping our brethren to understand 
and practice the civic as well as the 
other virturee. 

We need Catholic social settle- 
ments and clubs. We need Catholics 
day nurseries. We need (trained 
workers and we need also to con- 
sider our point of view regarding 
tlie non-sectarian societies which 
are established to help the immi- 
grants, to help the poor, to found 
playgrounds, to establish free 
libraries and to provide public 
baths. Our attitude to the existing 
dvic societies of this kind is one of 
too much suspicion wHbout in- 
vestigation. A priest said to me a 
short time ago: "If I were pastor in 
a poor section of the city I would 
have a paid social worker among my 
people who would keep in touch 
with all existing non-sentarian char- 
ities. She would justify her salary 
through the actual help she would 
get for my poor people. We ought 
to find out the good in these agen- 
cies and see if we can't co-operaite 
more." 

Of course the idea of a trained 
charity worker does not always 
Btrike the average Catholic in a 
favorable light. We have gotten 
into the Idea that paid people to do 
charity work destroys tbe idea of 
charity, and that efficiency In char- 
itable organisations does not depend 
upon money. This is all right in the 
abstract, or in a very small com- 
munity where you know everybody, 
hot It efficiency does not depend 
on money there is no reason why 
mone:' should not depend upon effi- 
ciency. It does 7iot destroy the 
virtue of (harity when the one who 
glv«j all his or her time to it is 
only asking a living in refurn. We 
need in this day of specialists some 
specialises of our own. They must 
live, or they can give ns Only a 
small portion of their *lmo— the 
useless part. If "he who presehes 
the gospel must live by the gospel." 
(here seems to be no tegftimate rea- 
son why we could not have eharity 
workers who receive at least enough 
remoneratiop to live. 

But there is another and a much 
stronger reason for having paid 
workers. Somehow you do get 
efficiency under an Incentive of 
temporal reward. There Is net a 
business office In the cMy of <'hl- 
caeo mn with more efficiency by Its 
employes, and yet with more 
ef^jnomy, than the office of Church 
Bxtension, largely because of tbe 
premium that has been puK upon ef- 
fideney. beoanse efficiency i^sys. 
We are living in an age of sp»clal- 
Iflts. Tf we do not do it we will be 
behind in the race. iHence I wel- 
come the idea of lx)yola Uni- 
versity's School of Sociology and 
other efforts to train social work- 
ers. The social workers thfi* shull 
come from su^h schools will find 
the'r olaces. They are beginners In 
a field we h^ve scarcely touched, 
HHfl th.\v will become more impor- 
tanit to us as the years go on.

Will onr enemlee say: "The 
church misunderstands or misin- 
terprets the Holy SscripturesT" But 
how know they that? Are they them- 
selves infallible interpreters of the 
Word? If they are not infallible, 
they are fallible, and they can op- 
pose to the understanding of the 
clturch only their own fallible in- 
terpretations. But the church, 
writes Orestes A. Brownson, for* 
merly a Protestant minister, as we 
have seen, is at worst only fallible, 
and no more likely to err In her 
Interpretations than they are in 
theirs. Consequently, their Interpre- 
tations can never be a sufllcient 
motive for setting aside hers, since 
fihe Is as likely to be right as they. 
The Holy Scrlpture.s ncce.'^Karily 
cease to be an Indepeiideut authority 
the moment they only say wliat t^o 
interpreter makes thr-ni say, and the 
authority which speaks Is not theirs, 
but the interpreter's; and hen- is 
the reason why the Scriptures can I 
never be that rule of faith which 
Protestants allege tbem to be. No | 
controversy between us and Prot- 
estants Is or can be settled by an 
appeal to them; for as we interpret 
them they sustain us, and our inter- 
pretation must be sst aside before 
they can be used against us. But 
unhappily for the Protestant, let him 
do his best, he can bring against our 
Interpretation no authority para- 
mount, even in his own hypothesis, 
to that of th*- church. Here is the 
fatal defect of all his reasonings 
against the church. They are all 
based on an authority confessedly 
not paramount to hers; for If she 
be fallible we still have all that , 
Protestant.'; have or can pretend to 
have. We hnvo the Holy Scriptures, 
reason, common sense, as well as, 
they. We may have infinitely more ] 
than they; for an Infallible church 
is Infinitely superior to a fallible 
one, but in no contingency can we 
have less. At worst we have all they | 
have at best. We are men as well as 
they, and man to man every way 
their equals. Strip us of our in- 
fallible church, we should suffer an 
infinite loss, but sven then we should 
only be reduced to tbe utter naked- 
ness in whieh they are and glory to 
be. This is a faet that th^ are apt 
to forget; but if they will bear it in 
mind it will sufflce to show tbem that 
all their attacks are from too low 
a position to make any Impression | 
upon the church. They must rise 
to an Infallible authority themselves 
before they will be able to set aside 
the claims of the church- to he the 
church of Christ. | 
There are but two ways In which 
It Is possible for Protestants to im- 
peach the title of the church. The 
first is to convict her of contradict- 
ing in her teaching some known 
principle of reason; the second is to 
convict her of having contradicted 
herself, or of having tauMlit doc- 
trines which mutually contradict one 
another. No church can be from 
God that teaches as the word of Ood 
any doctrine which contradicts a 
known principle of reason. But we 
say a known principle of rseaon. A 
doctrine may he repugnant to our 
feelings. It may ran athwart our 
prejudlcss, fancies or esprices, and 
therefore seem to ns very unreason- 
able, and yet eontradiet no known 
principle of reason. It must also 
contradict reason. A doctrine may 
be above reason, belong to an order 
lying altogether out of tbe range of 
reason, and yet contradict no known 
prineiple of reason. To be above 
reason is not necessarily to be 
against reason. The church un- 
questionably has tauKht and con- 
tinues to teach doctrines which are 
above reason, and concerning the 
truth or falsity of which reason has 
nothing to say; but no doctrine that 
contradicts any known principle of 
reason. Even the holy mystery of 
the adorable Trinity and tbe Blessed 
Eucharist form no exception to this 
assertion. They are above reason, 
Incomprehensible to reason, im- 
penetrable mysteries, we admit; hut 
there Is nothing In tbem or oon- 
nected with them that the ehnrch 
commands ns to bellere wbleb eon- 
tradlots reason In any rsspeet what- 
ever. The Unitarian bas never dem- 
onstrated, never can demonstrate, 
the falsity of the doctrine of the 
Trinity; nor has the Sacramentarlan 
ever detected any contradiction of 
reason in the Real Presence. The 
most either can say is that reason 
of her own light does not afflrm 
them. 

AMraIn the church never contra- 
dicts herself, or teaches doctrines 
t^Bt contradict one another. She 
doubtless modifies her discipline and 
changes her canons, repeals old ones 
and establishes new ones according 
to the agencies of time and place: 
but she never teaches at on time or 
place a doctrine as of divine revela- 
tion which she does not teach as 
snch In all times and places. The

In answer to many queries the 
follow I II K is a brief sketch of the 
Irish home rule bill: 

On April 11, 1912, Mr. Asqulth 
introduced the Government of Ire- 
laud bill, asserting the supreme 
authority of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, but provldluK for a two-cham- 
ber Parli.Tuient for the Internal gov- 
ernment of Ireland. The bill passed 
its third reading in the Commons 
January 16, 191.'^; .Tanuary 30 It 
was rejected by the Lords. Sir Ed- 
ward Carson's amendment excluding 
Ulster had meanwhile been rejected, 
and ths Ulster movement against 
home rule in toto was growing in 
Intensity. The hill passed the Com- 
mons for the second time Jnly 17, 
1918. When Parliament reopened 
in February, 1914, the Oovemment 
announced its Intsntlon of passing 
the bill for the third time, without 
submitting it to a referendum vote, 
but in March Premier Asqulth pro- 
posed that those counties of Ulster 
which were not In sympathy with 
home rule should be excluded for 
six years from the provisions of the 
act. The bill passed Its third and 
last readinR before the Commons 
May 2ri. 1014; radically modified, it 
p:iHsed the Lords on .Tuly l.'i. Five 
(lays l.Ttcr the Conmions took up the 
iimended and modified form of the 
1)111 for extended consideration. The 
Kini< called a conference of all the 
leaders, which came to nothing, as 
none of the exfroinlsts would make 
anv concessions for peace. On the 
following Sunday the famous Dublin 
riots occurred, in which four people 
were billed and between thirty and 
Mfty wounded. So intense was the 
Indignation in Bngland and Ire- 
land that ICr. Asqulth announced 
that all consideration of home rule 
must be postponed until the excite- 
ment had died down. Two days 
later the European war broke out 
and the question of home rule was 
Indefinitely "shelved."

Omaha has Just pasoed through 
a "Billy" Sunday campaign. It was. 
writes Father Gannon in the Tn» 
Voice, wonderfully organized and 
energetically carried on for seven 
weeks. The majority of I'rotesltant 
churches in the city closed during 
the campaign, and ministers and 
laymen worked with enthusiasm for 
the success of the Sunday revival. 
The daily papers leat their co-opera- 
tion and devoted i>ages each day ito 
the progress of the campaign. The 
contributions at the close were 
generohs and Snndjiy will receive 
about 130,000 for his seven weeks' 
work In this city. Those who heard 
him are quite willing to admit that 
he earned all he rec^ved. Still 
wa believe the campaign waa nvther 
diaappointing in ita resulta. The 
nifiiiber of new accessions to the 
churches concpriied in the revival 
wis not as great aa we had been led 
to expect. A large proportion of 
the "trail hitters" were already 
members of the churches, while 
boys and girls of high school age, 
and even children, made up another 
largo section of the "converts." We 
give Sunday credit for the tremen- 
dous work he did, but we wonder 
what win be thought of hia cam- 
paign six months hence. If It is to 
be ganged by results in converts 
who persevere, we fear tbat R will 
be counted a failure. We are far 
from thinking, however, that the 
number of '^rail hitters" or the 
"free-will offerings" measure the 
rcsnU of Sunday's influence. He has 
aroused interest in religion even 
among those who (fid not agree with 
him. His fearless denunciation of 
sin has aroused the consciences of 
many who had long forgoMen that 
they had such a thing as a con- 
science. He has left some bltter- 
neas; that was to be expected from 
his style of evangelism. Bat he 
haa left no acre apota on the Cath- 
olics of Omaha. Tbey do ndt ac- 
cept his brand of religion, nor do 
tbey fancy his slangy sermonizlTig, 
which often bordered on irrever- 
ence. But allowing for nil that, the 
Sunday campaicn wt>s on the whole 
favorable to Catholica. Sunday Ifl 
a Prenbyterian. But nine-tenths of 
his dof^'rlno Is borrowed from the 
Catholic church.

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The folIowlnK Intereating story 
concerning the San Juan Captstrano 
Mlseion ctnirch appeared In the 
Dultiniori' I'xaniiiicr this past week, 
and readers of tlu' Kentucky Irish 
American will recall that this is the 
church whore Mary Picltford, the 
faniouH motion picture actresa, was 
married and the Father O'Sulllvan 
referred to is Hev. Father "SInjun" 
O'Sulllvan, who has relations in 
LiOUisville. The writer says: 

"ApropoB of Mme. Schumann- 
Helnk'a appearance In Baltimore, I 
recall a mo»t interesting Incident 
connected with her perigrinations in 
Southern Caliromla tbis aummer. It 
ImpraaMd itaelf oa my memory, for 
I ]aat miaaed hearing her sing under 
the meet ptetonKoe and romantic 
circumstaaeae. It wae at the old 
San Juan C»9iatr»iio Minion, the 
most Batiefylag as well as the most 
heart-breaking of all the miasiona I 
visited on the Ramlno Real. The 
sleepy old town lies hidden from the 
sea. Just behind the russot lomas, 
half-way between San Diego and Los 
Angeles. I had stopped off there to 
see the ruins of the big church 
which is so interesting archi- 
tecturally, but which was destroyed 
Just six years aftor its completion 
by an earthquake, never to be re- 
stored. San Juan Is ;i fascinating 
place, with its ruined nr'-hos, Its old 
tiled cloisters and its sleepy fjarden, 
where the breeze rustles through the 
lacey leaves of the pepper trees. The 
original church is stilt standing, as 
is the old refectory, now used for 
serrices and containing many Inter- 
esting Spanlah palntlnga and antique 
sIlTer candlesticks and lanterns. 
" I "I was wanderlqg , around the 
cloister, and as I aifproached'the did 
church, of which the root la atitl 
Intact, supported by oo«ntlesikJI>eams 
on which tke Indian^ frssilftes in 
red and white are still visible, I 
heard some one playing Baeh on a 
violin. A girl was praetleinc hi the 
old choir loft and this ancient music 
seemed to fit admirably into the 
picture and conjure up many ghosts 
of the past. 'Had you come yester- 
day,' the gracious sister of the 
priest in charge told me, 'you would 
have had a real treat. For Schn* 
mann-Helnk spent several hours 
here. Father O'Sulllvan asked her 
to sing for him because he had never 
heard her. The place was quite de- 
serted and because we were quite 
alone the singer consented. So she 
stood In the old church, near where 
the altar once was, and sang Bitot's 
Agnns Dei." I doubt if any such 
music was ever heard In those four 
walls before. But when we all came 
out of the old place we found the 
» filled with people, for the 
singer's notes had carried far in the 
still summer air and the Tlllagers 
had all como floeklng to hear.' "

.November 7, 17S1 — ^FlTst synod of 

Baltimore convoked by Bishop 
Carroll in his episcopal residence,

1818. 

November 11, 187C — Four IhMiiiiii- 
can Sisfers sent from the jiiotlier 
house in Brooklyn by Mother 
Seraphina (St«iner) arrived in 
San Francisco, Cal., on invitation 
of Archbisbop Alemany. and 
opened their first house on the 
Pacific coaet. 
November 12. 1874 — Death at Notre 
Dame, Ind., of the Rev. Neal 
Henry GMllespie, C. 8. C; received 
the first degree conferred by tbe 
Unlverttty of Notre Dame in 
1849; editor of the Ave Marie 
from 1819 nntU his deslth; cousin 
of James Olllespie Blaine. 
November 1^, 1849 — Three Bisters 
of Notre Dame from Cincinnati 
under Sister Louise de Gonzaga 
arrived in Boston and established 
their fin»t house, whence they 
spread all over New England;
